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Old-Fashioned Virtues 

The state of Florida wants industries which 
arc suited to its resources and climate. These indus- 
tries are not of the "smoke-stack" variety — Florida 
hasn't the raw materials they need. Instead, enter- 
prises Which require small amounts of raw materials 
and the work of many technicians and craftsmen are 
desired. Watchmaking is cited as one example. 

A few months ago, Governor Fuller Warren of 
that state did something concrete to turn the desire 
into reality. He formed a Florida Industrial Develop 
ment Council. He staffed it with nine of the state's 
outstanding industrialists, along with the heads of 
various, public and private research agencies. Of great 
importance, the Council Ls 100 per cent non-partisan 
and non-political. The Governor and some of the mem- 
bers are on opposite sides of the political fence. It is to 
the Governor's credit that, regardless of this, he pick- 
ed the best men available and set them to work. 

Much progress has been reported so far — new- 
payrolls arc coming to the state. Industry, agriculture 
and the tourist business are to be locked together to 
give Florida year-round stability of income. 

Here is a fine illustration of how those old- 
fashioned virtues of local initiative and self-reliance- 
still work. Florida hail an economic problem— but 
she didn't run to the Federal government for help. 
She figured out how to salve that problem with her 
own resources and acted. If that spirit were more pre- 
valent; this country would be in a far sounder con- 
dition.

For it is an obvious 
fact that the friends of Socialism in our Federal gov- 
ernment need to win only once — then they'll be in 
the saddle permanently. The friends of free enterprise, 
on the other hand, must win every time to survive. 
That is why the electric power fight is of im- 
portance to every one of us. The fate of the utilities 
is only a small part of a national issue. The big thing 
is that if this industry can bo socialized, the precedent 
will be established for extending the same treatment 
to other basic industry. The authority and rights of 
the states will be destroyed. The Federal government 
will call the tune everywhere, and all of us will 
dance to it. CVA, and kindred proposals, are symbols 
of a great conflict that will determine whether we 
are to remain a free people — or whether we are' to 
let the Federal government become our unchallenged 

master.

Article No. 3 
Personal Exemptions 
The present Federal income tax 
law provides a personal exemption 
of 3000.00 for the taxpayer and an 
additional $000.00 for the taxpayer's 
spouse, if the spouse has nc/ gross 
income and is not the dependent of 
another taxpayer. 

Each person who has attained the 
age of 65 years before the end of 
the year will receive an additional 
exemption of $600.00, which is treat- 
ed in the same manner as the ordi- 
nary exemption. A married tax- 
payer can claim the old age exemp- 
tion of his spouse on his separate 
return, if she has no gross income 
and Is not the , dependent of an- 
other taxpayer, 

A further exemption of $600.00 
is allowed to each blind taxpayer 
who may also claim an additional 
exemption of $000.00 for a blind 
spouse. The same rules govern the 
allowance of the exemption for the 
blind spouse as govern the allow 
ancc of the ordinary exemption for 
a spouse. This blind exemption re- 
places the deduction of $500.00 al- 
lowed each blind person under the 
prior law. 

The exemption allowed for each 
dependent under the present law is 
$000,00. The tests for dependency 
ore the same as for the 1948 return. 
It is to be noted that dependency 
cannot be claimed for a person hav- 
ing income of $500.00 or more. 
It is to be noted further that the 
old age and blind exemptions do not 
apply to dependents. 

Income Splitting by Husband 
and Wife 
The present law gives husbands 
and wives in all states the right to 
file joint returns on which their 
combined net income and their com- 
bined exemptions are divided by 
two; the tax is then computed on 
half the income and such tax multi- 
plied by two. 

In OTder to split the income it is 
necessary for a couple to file a joint 
return, because the gross Income 
of the husband and wife must be 
totalled. Their deductions must be 
totalled. The net income is then di- 
vided by two and the tax is comput- 
ed on half of the net income, allow- 
ing one-half of the combined ex- 
emptions. This result is multiplied 
by two in order to obtain the tax 
on the combined income of husband 
and wife. This method of computa- 
tion cannot be used on a separate 
return. 

Standard Deduction 
The standard deduction {the 10% 
of adjustaud gross income allowed 



in Ifou of actual deductions) has 
been increased by the present law.! 
Under the prior law the maximum 
standard was limited to $500.00. In) 
case Of a joint return of married' 
persons or the return of a single 
person the maximum standard de-< 
duction is increased to $1,000.00. 
Married persons filing separate re- 1 
turns are still limited to $500.00. i 

The standard deduction on a joint 
return or the return of a single 
persons thus becomes 10% of the, 
adjusted gross income, but not to 
exceed $1,000.00. I 

Percentage Credits Against The Tax 

The Revenue Act of 1348 does not. 
reduce either the normal tax rate 
or the surtax rates. It achieves a re-1 
duction in tax by increasing the per-j 
centage credit allowed against the 
tentative normal tax and surtax ' 
The credits now are: 
If the tentative tax is 

1. Not over $400,00, credit is 11% > 
of the tentative tax. 

2. Over $400.00 but not over $100,- 
000.00, credit is $68.00 plus 12% of: 
excess over $400.00. 

3. Over $100,000.00, credit is $12,-. 
020.00 "plus 9.75% of excess over' 
$100,000.00. | 

A limitation has been set to the 
total amount of tax. In no case may 
the total tax exceed 77% of the 
net Income,

They made these charges despite the fact that it has always been AficP's 
policy to pay our farm suppliers fair market prices for all produce; to aid 
agriculture through better distribution of its products; to narrow the spread 
between farm and retail prices; and to help farmers build better markets 
for their products. 

That is why many thousands of farmers all over the country are now coming 
to our support. 

When the case finally came to trial, the anti-trust lawyers put on 
as their first witness a potato expert of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

This expert, who was the anti-trust lawyers' own witness, testi- 
fied that contrary to the anti-trust lawyers' "allegations," the 
defendants made every effort to help the Department of Agri- 
culture in its efforts to aid the potato farmer in better marketing 
of his products and in getting a better price for his products. 

When the anti-trust lawyers had put in their evidence and had argued their 
case Federal Judge C. C. Wyche directed the jury to bring in a verdict of 
"not guilty." 



Judge Wyche Maid to the anti-trust lawyers: 

"I have studied this case from the very outset. In my opinion 
there is no testimony produced from which it can reasonably 
be inferred that the defendants entered into a combination to 
depress or lower the price of potatoes. 

**l might say that I never tried a case in my life where a greater 
effort, more work, more investigation had been done, combing 
almost with a fine-tooth comb to gather evidence, as was done 
in this case. 



"But, as wa§ said a long time ago, you can f t make brick without 
straw, and you can*t make a case without facts." 

So. here was a case in which the anti-trust lawyers made seriously damaging 
charges against AficP in which the Judge decided that there were no facts 
to support those charges. 

That is why we say the anti-trust lawyers can be wrong and have 
been wrong. 

That is why we say that they are wrong again, just as they were 
wrong in the Washington bread case and the North Carolina 
potato casei 

We are going to show the American people that the suit to destroy A&P is 
really a suit against efficiency and against real competition.
